Besides the valuable qualities in rain and 
snow water, and in the erystal fountain 
gushing from the earth, muddy waters which 
often abound, and may be used for irriga- 
tion, contain Jarge quantities of additional 
matters that promote vegetation ; and besides 
the fertilizing etlects from the various ingre- 
dients contained in water, an important ad- 
vantage is gained in irrigation, especially to 
grass lands, by a good supply of moisture, 
for the want of which the grass crop often 
fails.

This kind in size and appearance | 
bears some resemblance to those that inhabit 
human heads that are not eultiveled. They 
are quick in motion and readily disappear | 
on opening the feathers so as to expose them, 
They seldom get on a person, are easily de- 
stroyed, and are mach less injurious to fowls 
than the othor kind. 

The small, species are nearly a flesh color 
when hangry, but when they have gorged 
themselves with bloed, they appear brown, 
or dull red. They are very small, not more 
than one-fourth the size of the larger kind. 
Exantined through a magnifying glass, they 
appear like a tick. They are produced by 
keeping hens confined to narrow limits, and 
many roosting together in a warm placejand, 
as we think, allowing the manure to accu- 
niulate them.

Seed Wheat, 

Mesers. Editors :—We are told, that, in 
the Island of Jersey (Englaud) where the | 
Farmers sell their produce and live upon the 
refuse, it is customary forthem to tie their | 
wheat in small sheaves, and by striking each

twice or thrice across a barrel while lying 
on its side on the floor, a supertine sample | 
of wheat is obtained for market, after which | 
the sheaves are thrown by, to be clean 
thrashed in the evenings of winter by lamp 
light. 

Ihave just met with the account of a 
Farmer in Vermont, to whom his neighbors 
resorted for the purpose of securing seed | 
wheat of superior quality ; very fine in ap- | 
pearance, remarkably productive and of ear- | 
ly maturity ; he readily commanded three | 
dollars per bushel, when the price of 
wheat was a dollar and a quarter, calling it 
the red and genuine Barrel wheat.
